Thrown together new legislative district, 
Frank and Noble are voicing mutual admiration 
but are still trying psych each other out the race

It’s the kind choice that could divide 
marriages, not mention consenting 
adults. And it’s choice that voter 
the Back Bay Beacon Hill much 
wants make. But what had been po- 
litical became official dilemma 
last week for both the voters Boston’s 
most liberal neighborhoods and for the 
state representatives their many com- 
mon admirers almost always refer 
Elaine and Barney. impending cut 
the size the Massachusetts House 
Representatives, from 240 160 seats, set 
the stage for the city’s two leading liberal 
political celebrities, Barney Frank and 
Elaine Noble, run against each other 
new district. And for liberal voters of- 
ten resigned picking the lesser two 
evils, the potential 1978 contest between 
pair politicians they rank with the best 
proving less anguishing. 

“They’re both superbly qualified, they 
both reflect the political opinions this 
community,” says Michael Rotenberg, 


who chairs the Back Bay-Beacon 


Democratic ward committee. just wish 

Such frustration easily understood, 
considering that the two potential losers 
are, Noble, the first open lesbian win 
Frank, the legislature’s most articulate 
and oft-quoted progressive and him- 
self known gay rights advocate. 

Noble, the 33-year-old former college 
teacher and product central 
vania mining town, ac- 
ceptance male-dominated legisla- 
ture, developing the process national 
constituency. She receives some 250 
letters week from around the country, 
many from gays and feminists who view 
her their representative matter 
where they live. 

Those familiar with the legislature, 
however, consider Frank almost un- 
usual legislator. The Bayonne, na- 
tive and former top aide Mayor Kevin 
White has parlayed whiz-kid grasp 
political tactics and Henny Youngman 
sense humor into reputation one 
the shrewdest, most effective legislators 
despite the fact that far the left 
most his colleagues and bit eccen- 
tric. The often disheveled Frank’s last 
campaign slogan, for instance, was 
isn’t everything.” 

For voters, the Frank-Noble dilemma 
centers the fact that the principals 
agree principles. For the two state reps, 
however, the problem personal well 
political. Their careers have been close- 
intertwined. When running for their 
present seats 1974, they even took out 
joint newspaper ad. When they delivered 
key endorsements Kevin White last 
year, they did joint press confer- 
ence. What’s more, one Noble’s closest 
friends and political advisers Frank’s 
sister, Ann Lewis, 1970 co-founder 
with Noble the state women’s political 
caucus. 

“Frank and Noble are,” according 
one member the Ward Five (Beacon 
Hill-Back Bay) Democratic Committee, 
which the most organized political 
group the newly drawn district, 
close that can’t imagine them not work- 
ing something out. can’t imagine them 


running against each other.” 

Neither can Frank Noble. The idea 
such campaign, Frank says, “strikes ter- 
ror heart. The world polarized 
enough. Besides, what would have 
Says Noble, are 
friends.

Every television news department 
Boston steering its way back or, one 
might argue, ahead the basics 
journalism. Stories are meant become 
more thoughtful and informative. “Yuk- 
it-up news,” also known “happy talk,” 
falling into disrepute along with the 
news consultants who hatched it. Every 
one the commercial stations the city 
either has strengthened its internal edi- 
torial structure plans so. 

The most visible catalyst has been 
hardware. It’s known among reporters 
ENG (electronic news gathering) equip- 
ment. Boston you know Instant- 
Eye, Insta-Cam and Electra-Cam. Elec- 
tronic cameras, portable last, making 
live news coverage everyday possibil- 
ity, have thrust new demands the re- 
porters and producers who use them. 
longer may news people attend event 
and then wander back their offices 
find out what the Associated Press and 
United Press International say about 
what they saw. The new reporter must 
think his feet, grasp the heart the 
situation, his own editor and com- 
petent enough trusted with live 
camera and microphone. 

ENG also means stories are fed live and 
raw newsroom edited for pos- 
sible playback within minutes. That calls 
for smart, mature editors and producers 
home base make sense out the raw 
material and get the air, its mean- 
ing intact. The second-and-better reason 
for the revolution all Boston’s news- 
rooms have been numerically short 
such talent. 

fact, news desks the heart, mind 
and manager what eventually finds its 
way onto the air have often been 
staffed more than one frazzled soul 
time.

The local effects the Supreme Court’s ruling

decision that stunned 
many, especially the women’s 
movement, the Supreme 
Court ruled last month that 
companies could exclude cover- 
age pregnancy disabilities 
from their health plans. The 
case, Gilbert vs. General Elec- 
tric, was decided 6-3 vote. 

The case was brought sev- 
eral female workers who claimed 
that GE’s health was sex- 
discriminatory, violation 
Title VII the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act. Though the appellate courts 
agreed with the women this 
and five similar cases, the Su- 
preme Court reversed those find- 
ings favor GE. 

The majority opinion, de- 
livered Justice William Rehn- 
quist, cited several reasons. 
Among them, Rehnquist stated 
that GE’s plan covered only cer- 
tain risks, and the choice in- 
cluded risks had discrimina- 
tory effect. also argued that 
pregnancy, though “confined 
women ... other ways sig- 
nificantly different from the 
typical covered disease dis- 
ability.” 

Since the court found evi- 
dence discrimination, the de- 
cision relied heavily upon lan- 
guage used earlier case, 
based the 14th Amendment 
equal protection clause. the 
former case, the court had said, 
“There risk from which 
men are protected and women 
are not ... [and] risk from 
which women are protected and 
men are this basis, the 
court defended the exclusion,

the Salem office Con- 
gressman Michael Harrington 
one day last week, he, his cousin 
Kevin Harrington, president 
the Massachusetts Senate, and 
Lieutenant Governor Tom 
O’Neill, son the Speaker the 
House, sat talking about 
race for Senate next year 
against Brooke. 

The issue was not whether 
challenge Brooke, the only black 
the Senate and the only Re- 
publican holding major office 
Massachusetts, but how Mich- 
ael Harrington could beat him.

Harrington, course, has long 
been eyeing the Senate.

cousin and Mass. House Speaker 
Tom McGee Lynn claim 
known Republican. 

have hunch that’s the end 
Michael statewide candi- 
date,” chuckled Tom Joyce, the 
venerable Beacon ‘Hill lobbyist 
for the electric utilities, who took 
great satisfaction 
backing the campaign that 
crushed the public power ref- 
erendum. 

But out the election returns 
have emerged, the minds 
Harrington and his counselors, 
one lesson and two theories that, 
taken together, are proving 
Joyce wrong. One theory that 
Brooke beatable; the other 
that Harrington the candi- 
date who can it. The lesson 
that voters the Sixth District 
are not overly pleased with Har- 
rington’s style the subordin- 
ation traditional nitty-gritty 
district tasks his passionate 
concern for global issues like 
Chile and the CIA. 

Cousin Kevin has long warned 
Michael the inevitable poli- 
tical fallout from such style, 
but Harrington’s difficulties 
applying himself the mun- 
dane are fundamental his per- 
sonality. It’s doubtful could 


have changed had wanted to. 


“He’s always been interna- 
tionalist and it’s hurt him 
the district,” says Kevin Har- 
rington. 

But Harrington’s penchant 
for foreign affairs disturbs the 
working people Salem, Bev- 
erly and other North Shore 
towns, expect from 
their Kevin Harring- 
ton believes. people don’t 
expect able call Ted 
Kennedy and Brooke the 
phone with personal problem.

Brooke’s liabilities are ob- 
vious.

When 
Brooke first ran for Senate 
years ago, there were 574,949 reg- 
istered Republicans Massa- 
chusetts representing percent 
1976, even though the total 
registered voters had risen 
more than 370,000, the number 
registered Republicans had 
dropped 116,223 458,726 
only percent the elector- 
ate.

And six 
years later, when Brooke sought 
reelection, fate and circum- 
stance again intervened his 


behalf. 

With the long-range political 
plans the state’s senior sena- 
tor, Ted Kennedy, undeter- 
mined, with Attorney General 
Robert Quinn and Michael Du- 
kakis eyeing gubernatorial pri- 
mary fight with Boston 
Mayor Kevin White harboring 
national aspirations, and with 
Brooke apparently all but un- 
beatable, there was incentive 
among leading Democrats for the 
creation from the senatorial 
campaign powerful new poli- 
tical figure. 

fact, just the opposite was 
the interest all aforemen- 
tioned party leaders, though for 
somewhat different reasons. 
What was needed, they could 
agree, was sacrificial lamb 
send against Brooke while the 
party prepared unite oust 
Republican Governor Frank Sar- 
gent 1974. 

Which explained the emer- 
gence aging Middlesex Coun- 
District Attorney John Dro- 
ney, who, with the backing 


party leaders, won the endorse- 


ment the last state party con- 
vention (against then-Boston 
City Councilor Gerald O’Leary). 
Droney, design the weakest 
possible candidate, quixotically 
marched into the fray and lost, 
though Brooke still managed 
only percent the total vote 
assuring himself second 
term.

seems, however, after traveling more 
than thousand miles through five 
Southern states and after dozens inter- 
views with tenant farmers and public 
officials, gas station attendants and shop- 
keepers and social lions that the touted 
image the New South is, not distor- 
tion, least decidedly incomplete. 
Ironically, television, interstate high- 
ways and air-conditioning have rendered 
much what called the New South in- 
distinguishable from the rest America. 
And those rural parts the region where 
the vestiges earlier culture remain, 
the last preserves the Southern folk- 
lore and leisurely pace life, have be- 
come sufficiently atypical fit only awk- 
wardly into current definitions the New 
South. 

sure, the South has made many 
gains economically, racially 
cally. Measured against the past, the ad- 
vances the last decade are even more 
remarkable. But that the South has come 
from further behind than other regions 
does not per qualify lead the na- 
tion. Three years ago, well before Jimmy 
Carter and the Southern hype, Nashville 


journalist John Egerton wrote that “the 


Americanization Dixie and the South- 


Boosterism the Georgia capital 
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What’s new about the New South? 


didn’t believe the New Nixon, did you? 


ernization America are homogenizing 
processes that are full contradiction 
and ambiguity and paradox .... The 
South and the nation are not exchanging 
strengths much they are exchanging 
sins .... The dominant trends are un- 
mistakable: deep divisions along race and 
class lines, obsession with growth and 
acquisition and consumption, headlong 
rush the cities and the suburbs, dim- 
inution and waste natural resources, 
institutional malfunctioning, abuse po- 
litical and economic power, increasing de- 
personalization, and steady erosion 
the sense place, community, be- 
Unfortunately, Egerton’s per- 
spective has been sorely. missing from 
much recent punditry. 
Perhaps our guilt having discovered 
hypocrisy Northern racial “toler- 
has blinded the fact that the 
South still has long way go. Perhaps 
the reports the South’s economic 
growth rate and participation the Sun- 
‘belt boom have caused forget the 
wretched poverty which still affects many 
the region. True, see the South 
larger black middle class than the 
North, but also see patterns facto 
segregation housing along both racial 
and economic lines. virtually every city 
visited, from Georgia Texas, 
asked there were any part the town 
which was both racially integrated and 
stable (i.e., whites were not fleeing). With 
few minor exceptions, the answer was 
resounding no. 

True, there are more than 2000 black 
political officeholders the South to- 
day, and the new black leadership has 
meant much the black communities.

With, then, the very least 
sizable chunk honor (to say 
the $815,000 winners’ 
share) riding the outcome, the 
pre-game buildup was sur- 
prisingly low-keyed all week.

While there 
was still unlimited supply 
free booze the media lounge 
(to say nothing half-dozen 
cocktail parties over the week), 
there were lapses the tra- 
ditionally lavish treatment 
which the press covering the 
event has become accustomed. 


There were Official Super 
Bowl Gifts (which the past 
have included watches, hand- 
bags and silver inlaid trays) this 
year, nor were there long- 
stemmed roses waiting the 
writers’ rooms for their wives. 
The traditional Friday night par- 
ty, customarily held such inti- 
mate spots Hialeah Race 
Track, inside the Astrodome, 
and aboard the Queen Mary, was 
thrown this year the Pasa- 
dena Civic Center. Worse yet, 
the writers’ ticket allotment was 
cut from two single ticket 
apiece. 

There were even people 
grumbling that the daily press 
conference meal schedule 
(breakfast with the Raiders, fol- 


brunch with the Vikes) had been 
intentionally gerrymandered 
ensure that nobody ate more 
than one free meal each morn- 
ing, and there were others who 
seriously maintained that the 
NFL insisted scattering the 
teams and the media all over 
Southern California, the League 
should have least provided 
Huey helicopters transport 
the press, instead using Gray 
Line tour buses.

Despite the lack fanfare and 
the seeming lack interest, 
Super Bowl ducat was still the 
toughest ticket town. mid- 
week, Murray’s Theatre Ticket 
Agency was asking and 
getting $50 for “bad seats,” 
with $150 top price for $20 
ticket 103,424-seat sta- 
dium. (And although there were 
3000 no-shows, scalpers were still 
getting $30 without much effort 
few minutes before kickoff.)

Apart from their daily inter- 
rogation the two coaches re- 
garding their inability Win 
The Big Ones, the media spent 
most the week attempting 
dramatize the contest clash 
contrasting personalities. The 
Vikings, naturally, were the 
poised veterans, while the Raid- 
ers, team comprised entirely 
first one San 
Francisco columnist put it, were 
collection misfits and mis- 
creants who, when they weren’t 


forging checks, assaulting police- 
men and raping women off the 
field, were occupied with goug- 
ing and maiming opponents 
it. Individuals both teams 
worked very hard all week long 
dispel such preconceptions. 

“You know,” said one writer 
after being exposed the par- 
ties question for few days. 
“George Atkinson has this pub- 
lic image being real prick, 
but he’s really nice guy. And 
everybody thinks Fran Tarken- 
ton such great fellow, but 
he’s actually prick.” 

True enough. While the Rai- 
der defensive backs spent Super 
Week behaving like four choir- 
boys, the Minnesota quar- 
terback became increasingly 
churlish, particularly when 
came answering questions 
considered beneath his dignity.

Ironically, 
the 19th century’s time-saving 
inventions and advances ended 
killing time. 

The Golden Age the Poster 
condenses Victor Margolin’s The 
American Poster Renaissance, 
published hardcover Wat- 
son-Guptill 1975. The 
den Age” the 1890s was ac- 
tually only gilded, and many 
these posters are merely kitsch 
(e.g., Maxfield Parrish’s), yet 
this was crucial and exhilarat- 
ing decade which American 
posters first fell under the influ- 
ence 
Nouveau and Aubrey Beards- 
ley. And, also for the first time, 
posters came considered 
America legitimate lesser 
art form. 

These posters, originally com- 
missioned publishing 
were not only “artistic” but also 
economical, responding the 
accelerating tempo American 
life.
